1 Small  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  1652.  As  Noe  30  but  with  unpublished  die  failure  below  tree, 

affecting  final  rosette.  Where  struck  up  at  all  it  grades  Fine,  though  LA  are  weak, 
ATHVSE  and  tops  of  many  other  letters  off  flan.  Highest  rarity. 

2 Rosa  Americana.  1723  Twopence.  Fine,  cleaned;  unevenly  struck,  tops  of  ROS  and 

date  weak. 

3 Wood’s  Halfpenny.  1723.  Small  3,  period  before  H,  11  strings.  Choice  Line.,  obv. 

iridescent  bluish  It.  olive,  traces  mint  red,  rev.  developing  nicely  mottled  red  patina. 
More  interesting  looking  than  the  spotty  mint  red  examples  sometimes  offered. 

PLATE 

4 n.d.  London  Elephant  Token.  Usual  variety,  thick  flan.  F-VF,  rather  weak  strike  on 

glossy  but  much  crazed  (defective)  planchet,  the  cracks  all  on  obv. 

5 Vermont.  1786  VERMONTENS1UM.  Ryder  8.  VG,  porous,  stripped  bright  red  and 

retoning;  small  mint  clip  left  of  date. 

6 1760  VOCE  POPULI  Halfpenny.  Error  VOOE.  VF,  usual  uneven  strike,  thick  lightly 

porous  patina  ranging  from  orange  to  purple.  Irregular  edges  as  made,  minor  dents. 
Very  popular,  rare  grade. 

7 “1781.”  NORTH  AMERICAN  TOKEN.  VF  or  better  for  this  always  weakly  struck 

piece,  beautiful  surfaces.  Small  rough  green  spot  atop  mast  below  RC. 

8 n.d.  Bar  Cent.  VF  but  banged  up,  scratched  and  nicked.  Genuine;  shows  small  die 

crack  at  center  of  rev.  as  do  many  originals  and  no  fakes.  (A  scratch  has  removed 
the  spine  at  2nd  bar.). 

9 FUGIO.  1787  Cent.  Newman  13-X.  Iridescent  bluish  olive  and  mint  red  Unc.,  un- 

evenly struck,  weak  at  lower  obv.  and  upper  rev.,  affecting  YOUR  INESS  and  UN; 
stain  at  top  rev. 

10  Washington.  1791  Small  Eagle  Cent.  EF-AU,  light  steel  with  traces  of  faded  mint  color. 

11  Half  Cents.  1806.  G-l.  Sm.  6,  stemless.  EF  plus,  few  light  nicks.  Some  traces  of 

original  red,  rest  of  this  color  from  old  cleaning. 

12  1828.  G-l.  13  stars.  Brill.  Unc.,  minor  obv.  stains. 
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13  1828.  G-3.  12  stars.  AU  cr  thereabouts,  iridescent  olive  with  bluish  overtones  and 

some  pale  red,  all  evidently  faded  from  mint  color;  handling  marks,  some  porosity 
on  head  as  often.  RR  late  state,  die  crack  from  7th  star  to  ribbon. 

14  1833.  Light  olive  and  mint  red  Unc.,  choice. 

15  1835.  G-2.  AU-55,  brown,  traces  of  mint  red. 

16  1852.  First  restrike,  rev.  of  1856.  Iridescent  bluish,  greenish  and  light  olive  Proof,  rev. 

overtones  of  rose,  gold  and  other  tints.  Trivial  specks.  Early  die  state,  no  wire  edge. 

17  1856.  EF-45,  light  brown;  bag  marks,  one  small  spot  before  chin. 

18  1857.  Mint  red  Unc.,  mellowing  a little  here  and  there;  strong  date,  spotless,  almost 

free  of  bag  marks.  Nicer  overall  than  the  brighter  but  spotty  ones  sometimes  seen. 

LARGE  CENTS 

19  1793.  Sheldon  3,  Crosby  3-C.  Chain,  AMERICA.  This  would  qualify  as  strictly  VG 

except  that  tops  of  letters  on  rev.  and  bottom  of  date  are  weak,  especially  base  of  3. 
Excellent  surfaces,  medium  steel.  Rim  dent  r.  of  date.  Ex  C.  M.  Williams  (1950). 

20  1793.  S-5,  C.  6-F.  Wreath,  large  date.  VG-10,  the  reverse  better  than  Fine;  black 

and  very  rough.  Ex  Raymond  Chatham. 

Very  Rare  1794  Exact  Head  of  '93 

21  1794.  S-17a,  Hays  4.  Exact  Head  of  '93,  Wide  Straight  Date,  Edge  of  '93.  VG  or 

better,  some  areas  of  Fine  sharpness,  others  nearer  to  grade  6;  thick  dark  green 
patina,  matte  and  a little  rough.  Several  minute  edge  nicks,  only  that  above  I of 
AMERICA  deserving  notice.  Possibly  the  VG-10  in  the  Condition  Census.  Only 
the  second  we  have  ever  offered,  the  other  (very  slightly  sharper)  being  lot  93, 
our  Oct.  1966  sale;  aside  from  the  Schwartz  piece,  no  others  have  been  offered 
recently.  Ex  Raymond  Chatham.  RR. 

One  of  the  Finest  Known  Sheldon  21’s 

22  1794.  Sheldon  21,  Hays  5.  “Flat  Pole.”  Lightly  cracked  obv.  die.  About  Unc.,  light 

olive  iridescence  mingled  with  brick  red  patina.  Flawless  and  fully  uncirculated 
save  for  lacking  mint  bloom.  Struck  on  a defective  planchet,  obv.  showing  many 
light  parallel  splits  or  laminar  defects,  rev.  granular.  Very  attractive.  Minute  obv. 
rim  nick,  almost  unnoticeable,  above  R.  Better  centered  than  usual,  all  of  obv. 
toothed  border  visible  except  for  a small  segment  left  of  date  and  behind  lower 
curls.  We  have  never  offered  an  equal  one  of  this  variety.  Without  known  auction 
history.  PLATE 

23  1794.  S-22.  Advanced  mounds  on  rev.  VF-35  or  better;  light  to  dark  brown,  with  much 

faded  lustre,  the  surfaces  suggesting  full  EF,  but  with  a small  plain  rim  nick  near 
fraction  and  a rev.  field  pin  scratch,  as  well  as  tiny  handling  marks. 
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24  1794.  S-28.  About  Unc.-50,  slightly  lustrous  naturally  glossy  light  redlish  brown,  but 

with  one  plain  edge  dent  below  7 and  another  r.  of  Y.  Even  if  downgiaded  to  40  from 
the  dents  it  is  still  of  great  desirability.  More  attractive  than  the  Gallo  piece  in  the 
Schwartz  sale,  and  in  a class  with  Landau's.  Originally  from  England,  then  War- 
field  161,  most  recently  ex  C.  Douglas  Smith,  as  "4th  finest  known."  l’LATE 

25  1795.  S-74.  Lettered  Edge.  Single  Leaves.  VF  or  better  in  sharpness  (weak  in  central 

obv.  as  usual),  light  brown  and  steel,  surface  oddly  streaked  and  mottled  and 
slightly  pitted:  a glass  shows  a farly  successful  attempt  to  smooth  away  the  obv. 
pitmarks.  Ex  John  Boss.  Schwartz  87,  where  called  "VF-30”  and  illustrated.  Rare 
grade  for  any  lettered  edge  '95. 

26  1795.  S-78.  Plain  edge.  ONE  CENT  central.  VF.  light  to  medium  steel,  very  granular, 

planchet  with  numerous  pit-like  defects  (as  often  with  this  date),  plainest  on  rev. 
Light  mint  clip  r.  of  date.  Obv.  with  some  of  the  same  kind  of  smoothing  down 
as  last. 

27  1796.  S-87.  Obv.  seemingly  falls  a little  short  of  EF  in  sharpness,  though  surfaces 

demand  a grade  nearer  AU;  light  tan  and  steel.  Rev.  EF-45  in  sharpness,  sur- 
faces suggesting  55.  iridescent  light  olive  faded  from  mint  color  and  with  a few 
traces  of  mint  red  in  letters.  Advanced  die  rusting  on  both  sides,  sevenfold  clash 
marks  at  wreath.  PLATE 

28  1796.  S-91.  In  terms  of  actual  wear,  this  is  almost  EF.  though  w'eakly  struck  and 

covered  with  thick  somewhat  porous  dark  green  patina.  Weak  striking  renders  ST 
illegible.  The  most  advanced  die  state  yet  seen.  The  only  equal  one  offered  in 
many  years  was  in  New  Netherlands  50th  sale;  Holmes’s  was  not  even  close.  Im- 
portant. as  the  variety  is  seldom  seen  above  Fine,  and  the  Condition  Census  con- 
tains a 50.  Ex  G.  J.  Bauer  estate. 

29  1796.  Draped  Bust.  S-103.  The  rare  "LIHERTY”.  Almost  VG,  medium  steel,  obv. 

stronger  than  rev.,  everything  plain  except  fraction  and  most  of  UNITED.  No 
recent  records. 

30  1796.  S-114.  Better  than  VF,  very  bold,  charcoal  gray  patina;  some  areas  exceed  30 

in  sharpness.  Tw'O  old  vertical  pin  scratches  on  obv.  device.  Very  unusually  for  the 
variety,  all  letters  bold  including  NT.  Struck  on  a Boulton  & Watt  planchet.  Only 
four  others  offered  in  recent  years,  none  in  a class  with  this  one;  the  impaired 
Warfield-Schwartz  piece,  barely  VF;  the  Williams-Taylor  piece  in  the  Schwartz 
sale,  not  quite  VF;  the  F/VF  in  a recent  sale,  and  a Fine  piece  in  our  Sept.  1967 
auction.  The  present  coin  is  definitely  Condition  Census,  and  if  it  is  not  the  original 
Newcomb  coin  it  is  its  equal.  Vety  rare  in  any  grade. 

31  1797.  S-120a.  Rev.  of  "96.  Wide  date,  plain  edge.  Good-6,  smooth. 

32  1797.  S — 121.  Rev.  of  ’96,  gripped  edge,  close  date.  The  beautifully  iridescent  surfaces 

demand  a grade  between  VF  and  EF  for  this  very  weakly  struck  coin;  weaknesses 
are  as  usual  on  shattered  die  pieces.  Traces  of  lustre,  traces  of  old  cleaning,  but 
the  retoning  is  quite  natural  and  pleasing.  The  Condition  Census  contains  a 35. 
Newcomb  137  was  not  especially  sharper. 
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33  1797.  S-128,  Shattered  obv.,  M cut  over  E.  Extremely  Fine,  dark  green  matte  patina, 

some  roughening  especially  on  rev.,  tiny  nick  on  upper  edge  of  bust,  but  as  sharp 
as  one  could  wish.  Newcomb’s  broken  die  coin  was  inferior  to  this  one  because 
cleaned.  Finer  than  the  Holmes  or  Warfield  coins.  Condition  Census  level,  and 
very  rare  above  VF.  PLATE 

One  of  the  Finest  Stemless  1797’s 

34  1797.  S— 131.  Stemless.  Late  state,  rim  break  at  r.  obv.  Sharpness  of  VF-30,  part  of 

hair  and  end  of  drapery  weaker  as  usual,  some  other  details  nearer  to  EF:  medium 
steel,  some  bag  marks,  small  cut  on  cheek,  several  tiny  rough  spots  on  obv.  Com- 
pare Newcomb  136.  Finer  than  the  Lahrman  and  Ryder  coins,  or  most  others 
offered  in  the  last  five  years.  If  this  is  counted  as  a 30-coin  it  is  fourth  best;  if 
a 25,  it  is  tied  with  at  least  one  other  in  that  rank.  Very  rare  quality.  PLATE 

35  1798.  S-145.  Large  closest  date.  Where  struck  up,  this  piece  can  be  graded  VF,  but 

it  is  flat  in  centers  as  always.  Dark  green  patina,  somewhat  rough;  few  insignificant 
old  obv.  nicks  not  disturbing  the  color.  Plain  dramatic  mint  clip  at  r.,  involving 
border  above  MER.  The  Condition  Census  contains  a 20  and  this  piece  is  borderline. 

Second  Finest  Known  1798/7  S-151 

36  1798/7.  S-151.  Close  Overdate.  Surfaces  demand  a grade  of  Ex.  Fine  for  this  weakly 

struck  piece;  there  is  almost  no  wear,  and  the  weakness  on  hair  is  identical  to  that  on 
the  uncirculated  Helfenstein  example.  Lustrous  light  brown  and  light  steel,  interest- 
ingly blended,  with  some  patches  of  brick  red  patina  on  rev.  Late  die  state,  rim  break 
at  lower  left  obv.  Off  center,  tops  of  ERT  off  flan,  border  broad  below  date  and 
at  top  rev.  Diagonal  reeding  (faint)  on  edge,  as  on  Helfenstein’s.  A fantastic  coin, 
unlikely  to  be  equalled.  Ex  C.  Douglas  Smith.  PLATE 

37  1798.  S-155.  Widest  Date,  Rev.  of  ’96.  Good/About  Good,  ONE  CENT  not  legible. 

38  1798.  S-174.  VF-35  with  some  claims  to  EF-40  grade;  medium  to  dark  steel,  excellent 

surfaces,  some  faded  mint  lustre  on  rev.  Condition  Census  level  as  there  as  two 
35’s  listed. 

39  1799/8.  S-188.  Sharpness  of  almost  VF,  the  hair  detail  suggesting  an  even  higher 

grade,  but  nicked  and  dented.  The  extremely  bold  date,  although  nicked,  is  not 
affected  by  the  damage,  which  is  ancient  and  evidently  was  inflicted  before  the 
coin  acquired  its  dark  green  patina.  A reverse  edge  dent  has  weakened  TY  but  all 
other  letters  are  sharp.  Unusual  and  valuable.  Ex  Raymond  Chatham. 

40  1800/1798  S-19I:  1807  S-271,  “Comet.”  About  VG,  dark  and  rough,  and  Good  to 

VG,  smooth.  2 Pcs. 

41  1800/1798.  S-196.  VF  but  weakly  struck  in  central  obv.  and  with  too  many  light 

scratches  to  qualify.  Attractive  medium  to  dark  steel  surfaces.  Double  profile,  plain 
on  back  of  head,  upper  ribbon,  lips,  date,  etc.  Very  rare  so. 
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42  1800.  S-204.  (R-6.)  Sharpness  of  Fine,  nicked  and  denied  and  with  some  dark  rough 

patina.  Some  leaves  are  bold  enough  to  suggest  VF;  obv.  weak  at  top  as  always 
with  this  variety  (die  failure).  As  the  Condition  Census  contains  a 15,  this  is  a 
very  important  coin.  No  equal  one  auctioned  in  several  years. 

43  1801.  S-216.  Surfaces  suggest  VF,  but  this  weakly  struck  piece  looks  more  like  Fine 

(as  do  many  which  objectively  grade  EF);  OF  not  legible,  as  usual.  Several  small 
plain  rim  nicks. 

Tied  for  Finest  Known  Perfect  Die  3 Errors  S-219 

44  1801.  S-219.  Three  Errors.  Ex.  Rare  Perfect  Rev.  Die.  VF,  very  bold,  with  dark 

green  patina,  some  of  it  rough,  and  some  old  scratches.  One  of  perhaps  7 or  8 
perfect  die  coins  reported.  Condition  Census  level.  Ex  G.  J.  Bauer  estate.  RRR. 

45  1801.  S-221.  1/100  over  1/000.  VG-10,  medium  steel,  clean  and  smooth,  uneven 

strike  as  often. 

46  1801.  S-223.  1/000.  F-15,  obv.  stronger  than  rev.,  rough  dark  brown  patina,  few  old 

nicks. 

47  1802.  S-228.  1/000.  VF.  medium  steel  and  reddish  brown  gloss. 

48  1802.  Stemless.  S-231.  Fine-15  or  better,  possibly  a weakly  struck  VF;  obv.  surface 

VF,  rev.  pin  scratched.  Medium  steel. 

49  1802.  S-239.  Nine  Berries,  shattered  die.  EF,  light  tan  with  patches  of  rough  brick 

red  and  darker  patina;  very  sharp  strike  in  most  areas.  Condition  Census  level. 

Answers  the  description  of  Newcomb  384.  The  best  we  have  seen  in  some  years. 

PLATE 

50  1803.  S-243.  Stemless.  F-15,  obv.  sharper  than  rev.,  dark  green  anl  brown  patina 

interestingly  mottled  but  rough. 

51  1803.  S-249.  1/100  over  1/000.  Fine  or  better,  rough  dark  green  patina. 

52  1803.  S-255.  Heavy  rim  break  over  STA.  Obv.  better  than  VF.  rough;  rev.  smooth 

and  nearer  to  EF.  Dark  to  medium  green  patina.  Important,  seldom  offered  in  this 
grade  though  common  enough  worn. 

53  1803.  S — 26 1 . Wide  date,  large  fraction,  early  die  state.  Almost  VF,  somewhat  rough 

charcoal  gray  patina. 

54  1803.  S-264.  Large  date,  small  fraction.  Obv.  Fair  with  legible  date,  initials  removed 

from  behind  head.  Rev.  About  Good.  ICA.  fraction  and  U not  legible.  STA  de- 
stroyed by  advanced  die  break.  Very  dark,  nearly  black,  but  very  rare  in  any 
grade;  the  Condition  Census  contains  a 6. 

55  1803.  S-265.  Large  date  and  fraction.  Obv.  close  to  VF,  rev.  Fine  but  pitting  has  de- 

stroyed CE  and  lower  left  wreath.  Somewhat  rough  patina,  very  dark  green  and 
brown,  obscuring  old  nicks  and  scrapes.  Obv.  is  attractive  enough  to  raise  the 
coin  far  above  space  filler  grade. 
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56  1804.  Perfect  dies.  Almost  Fine,  dark  and  rough,  rev.  sharper  than  obv;  pleasing  coin 

for  the  grade.  Ex  G.  J.  Bauer. 

57  1805.  S-267.  Blunt  1.  VF;  would  grade  30  or  higher  but  covered  with  porous  dark 

green  patina  which  becomes  irregularly  rough  on  rev. 

58  1806.  This  would  approach  EF  but  for  partly  smooth,  partly  porous  medium  to  dark 

green  patina.  Very  attractive.  Ex  G.  J.  Bauer. 

59  1807/6.  Large  7.  S-273.  More  or  less  VF.  medium  steel,  many  tiny  bag  marks.  Very 

advanced  die  failures  and  clash  marks. 

60  1807.  S-274.  Rare  small  fraction.  Also,  1810/09.  S — 2 8 1 . Good  and  almost  VG,  some- 

what rough.  2 Pcs. 

61  1807.  S-276.  Common  Large  Fraction.  More  or  less  VF,  medium  steel. 

62  1808.  S-277.  12  Stars.  Barely  F-12,  rev.  stronger  than  obv.  as  usual. 

63  1808.  S-278.  Borderline  VF,  deep  green  patina;  uneven  strike,  weak  near  left  border 

on  either  side.  Planchet  defect  near  7th  star. 

64  1809.  S-280.  Sharpness  of  VF  (rather  weak  blurry  strike  on  obv.),  surfaces  suggesting 

EF  with  some  faded  mint  lustre  here  and  there,  mostly  iridescent  light  olive  with 
bluish  overtones.  Couple  of  border  or  rim  nicks  on  either  side. 

65  Another  1809.  VG/just  about  Fine,  dark  reddish  brown  and  steel  patina. 

66  1810/09.  S-281.  About  Fine,  bold,  reddish  brown. 

67  1811/10.  S-286.  VG-10,  rev.  probably  a flatly  struck  Fine;  somewhat  porous  or 

granular  rough  dark  brown  patina  on  all  areas. 

68  Another  1811/10.  Good,  everything  legible  though  OF  is  very  weak. 

69  1811.  S-287.  In  sharpness  nearly  EF/VF,  deep  greenish  brown  patina,  rough  obv., 

nice  and  smooth  rev.  Late  die  state,  rim  crumbling  over  4th  to  6th  stars. 

70  1812.  S-289.  Large  date,  plain  recutting  on  2.  VF,  matte  dark  green  patina,  interest- 

ingly mottled;  nice  bold  impression. 

71  1812.  S-290.  Small  date.  VG/nearly  Fine,  many  tiny  rim  nicks. 

72  1813.  S-292.  Distant  Star.  Apparently  VF  plus,  weak  but  with  faded  lustre;  mostly 

medium  steel.

Of  the  483  that  could  possibly  exist,  most  were  issued  without 
cases,  and  more  than  half  were  long  since  broken  up  on  behalf  of  collectors  wanting 
individual  fifties.  It  is  safe  to  estimate  that  at  most  a few  dozen  cased  sets  survive, 
some  of  them  in  nicked  or  scratched  up  state,  others  impounded  in  museums  and 
estates.
